The Matildas hopes of qualifying for the 
2008 Beijing Olympic Games have been 
effectively dashed following a 2-0 defeat 
at the hands of DPR (North) Korea at the 
BCU International Stadium in Coffs Har- 
bour yesterday. 

Two second half strikes from the 
visitors ensured a repeat of the scoreline in 
Pyongyang last week and leaves the Matil- 
das six points behind DPR Korea with two 
matches remaining. The world number five 
ranked team and the best in Asia need only 
to earn a point in their remaining matches 
against group minnows Hong Kong and Chi- 
nese Taipei to guarantee top spot and qualifi- 
cation from Group B. 

After a tight first half DPR Korea 
broke the deadlock scoring the all-important 
opening goal of the match on the hour with a 
far post close-range header from captain Ri 
Kum Suk. The match was virtually put of 
reach of their home side nine minutes later, 
and with the Matildas needing a win to stay 
level with DPR Korea, with Kim Kyong Hwa 
unleashing an unstoppable shot from outside 
the penalty area to double their advantage. 

Australia came closest to scoring 
just prior to Korea’s opening goal when mid- 
fielder Collette McCallum floated a free kick 
just over crossbar and onto the roof of the 
net. 

“Sometimes you simply get beaten 
by a better team and at the moment I would 
say that DPR Korea are probably as close to 
being as unbeatable as any women’s team 
that I have seen,” said Matildas coach Tom 
Sermanni. 

“So in that sense I am very disap- 
pointed for the players because I believe 
that had we played like we did against virtu- 
ally any other team we would have won the 
game. 

“The effort was absolutely unbelievable and 
the players gave everything possible. 

“The unfortunate thing today was 
that we were having our best spell of the 
game and had built up some good momen- 
tum when we conceded that opening goal so 
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Aussie foe inflicts the damage again 


that was heartbreaking.” 

In the previous group matches Aus- 
tralia defeated Hong Kong 15-0 and Chinese 
Taipei 10-0 in April, while DPR Korea won 
14-0 and 8-0 against the same opponents re- 
spectively. 

Australia have only defeated DPR 
Korea once in their six matches dating back 
to their first meeting in 1998.

APPEAL STRIKES CHORD WITH STRIKERS 


The promotion push of South East 
Division Three outfit Frankston Strikers 
was boosted after Wednesday’s Appeals 
Board hearing when it successfully 
argued its case for reinstatement of the 
three points gleaned from its round two 
encounter with Endeavour United. 

Strikers had won the match 1-0 
thanks to a stunning strike from midfielder 
Michael Moore but the club later received 
notification from Football Federation 
Victoria that it had been called before the 
FFV Tribunal charged with playing 15 
unregistered players and being unfinancial 
at the date the game was played. 

Club officials were gobsmacked 
given that vice-president Colin Mitchell had 
attended FFV headquarters in Northcote 
before the game and left believing that the 
club’s financial status with the umbrella 
body was secure and that the registrations 
had gone through. 

Mitchell had arrived at Northcote 
with a blank cheque and once told the sum 
outstanding he transferred the figure to the 
cheque. However, after later querying the 
figure with FFV accounts he discovered that 
a mix-up had been made between Strikers 


and Division One neighbour Frankston 
Pines. There and then, Mitchell struck an 
agreement with FFV staff to resolve the 
matter by the following Wednesday. 

Nevertheless, the FFV registrations 
department thought that it had discovered a 
major regulations breach and issued Strikers 
with notification of charges and a Tribunal 
hearing date. 

“As if we’d play 15 unregistered 
players,” said club secretary Damien 
Bradbury. “If a club was going to play 
unregistered players they’d play one or 
maybe two but not 15.” 

Strikers marched into the Tribunal 
hearing brimful of confidence given that the 
club was armed with a letter of support from 
the FFV accounts department explaining 
what had taken place. Imagine the shock 
felt by Strikers officials when the Tribunal 
overturned the result of the game and 
awarded a 3-0 win to Endeavour United. 

“They (the Tribunal) seemed to 
think that we made no attempt to pay money 
to the federation before the Endeavour 
United game even though part of our 
evidence was a letter from the accounts 
department stating that we had fulfilled our 


obligations,” Bradbury added. 

However, all’s well that ends well 
and after submitting bank statements as part 
of their case before the Appeals Tribunal, the 
club was relieved to find the controversial 
Tribunal decision had been overturned. 

Strikers now leapfrog Endeavour 
United, Sandringham City and Eastern 
Lions into second place, two points behind 
league pacesetter Doveton but with a game 
in hand and a far superior goal difference. 
Endeavour United slips to sixth. 

The $1000 lodgement fee required 
to instigate an Appeals Board hearing may 
be the best $1000 that Strikers shell out this 
year, but it does make you wonder why the 
club had to go to such lengths to argue a 
case supported by FFV staff.

South Melbourne recorded its second 
victory in a row, with a frustrating 2-1 
win against Western Suburbs at Bob Jane 
Stadium on Friday night. 

South coach John Anastasiadis 
started the match with a similar starting line- 
up that defeated Kingston 0-3 the previous 
week. The only exception was new defensive 
signing Adam Van Dommele, who replaced 
midfielder Bill Natsioulas after the two goal 
hero from the Kingston game succumbed to 
injury during the week.

Heidelberg’s chances of breaking into 
the top six have been dealt a setback with 
their eagerly awaited clash with Sunshine 
George Cross abandoned by decision of 
the referee. 


In farcical circumstances, one tower of 
floodlights failed early in the reserves match, 
and despite the best efforts of security, 
electricians and optimistic fans, it took until 
6.22pm (some twenty-two minutes past the 
scheduled kickoff) for the lights to resume 
full operation, prompting the announcement 
that the match would be postponed. 


As enraged supporters from both clubs 
milled around outside the referee’s room, 
Bergers’ coach George Katsakis surveyed the 
situation from a distance and expressed his 
disappointment with the decision. ‘We were 
aware [of the problem] from about Spm... 
we went about the preparation normally.. the 
referee kept in touch with the officials and 
with the team on a regular basis, he did say 
he’d give us until quarter past [six] and at the

DARK AT VILLAGE

latest twenty past [six]; when I went into his 
room it was twenty-two past, so he said he’d 
have to call it off. 


Katsakis lamented the missed opportunity to 
put pressure on the top six clubs. ‘We’ve 
worked hard during the week to prepare for 
the game and now we find ourselves a week 
behind schedule. We’ll train tomorrow night 
as normal, probably play an intra-club game 
to get seventy or eighty minutes into our legs, 
just so we don’t lose momentum as much as 
anything else. It’s very frustrating, it’s just 
extremely frustrating.’ 


A bemused John Markovski reflected on 
the situation as his players prepared for an 
earlier than expected return to Sunshine. 
‘It’s frustrating, the boys were all keyed up to 
play and I’m pretty sure Heidelberg were in 
the same boat as well. At the end of the day I 
thought maybe we could have played it, [we 
were] only five minutes over time... but the 
referee made his mind up and it’s his decision 
at the end of the day. It’s disappointing for 


the lads, they’ve worked hard at training and 
were looking forward to coming out here 
and maybe getting a result.’ 


With security officials surrounding the 
referee’s room, an FFV official refused to 
comment on the situation, claiming that 
the decision had been made and there was 
nothing further to be discussed. 


Outside the Heidelberg changerooms, star 
midfielder Nick Sabljak offered his thoughts 
on the state of affairs: ‘We’ve come here 
prepared to get the three points... the lights 
eventually went on so I don’t know why we 
didn’t play, but its the referee’s decision. I 
think he made the wrong decision but he’s 
made it and we’ve got to live by it now.’ 


Standing beside him, captain Andy Vlahos 
attacked his souvlaki as he might well have 
been attacking a soccer ball if not for the 
controversial decision. Vlahos appeared 
less disappointed with the result, admitting: 
‘We’ve got a few niggling injuries so we’ll 


just forget [about tonight] and focus on 
Friday night’s game [with Richmond].’ 


Outside the pavilion, the fans were somewhat 
less reserved about the situation. Mark, a 
Sunshine Georgies supporter, stood with 
a group of mates as he pondered a wasted 
night. ‘It’s just disappointing, both clubs 
want to play, both coaches want to play, the 
players want to play, but there’s one person 
who overrules everybody and he doesn’t 
[want to play]. 


As hundreds of fans queued up for a refund, 
Tony, a long-standing Heidelberg supporter, 
could only shrug. ‘Its bad but what can I do 
about it? The referee made a bad decision.’ 


Other supporters were quick to claim a 
conspiracy theory. One unnamed Sunshine 
supporter enthusiastically offered his views: 
‘The game was rigged, they have injuries so 
they don’t want to play. How can it take so 
long to get someone out to fix a few lights?’

When looking at the total package, 
Adelaide City Football Club (The Force) was 
undoubtedly the powerhouse team with their 
Italian heritage providing the club with a large 
sponsorship and supporter base. This was not 
only on a local level but crossed over in a National 
Level with the commencement of the National 
Soccer League in 1977. 14 times Champions of 
the SA Premier League, 14 times SA Federation 
Cup Winners and 17 times Summer Cup winners 
they also won the NSL Cup in ’°79, ’89 and 
“91/92. But it was the unprecedented amazing 
period from 1989 onwards when they were in 
the NSL final series each year for 11 consecutive 
years and were NSL Champions in *86, ’92 and 
°94 that leaves you wondering how they did it? 

At NSL level Adelaide City Force 
had 177 players join their player listings, some 
played few games but left their mark in their own 
unique way like John (Dixie) Deans (57 games 
- 30 goals) and Justine Fashanu, ex Norwich 
City and Nottingham forest player (11 games 
— 5 goals) who were both entertainers and crowd 
favourites. Another favourite 
was the cheeky, brazen character that was Eric 
Norman (1969 SA Player of the Year). With 
his imposing figure, aggressive on the ball and 
intimidating in stature he would always give

In Armadale’s only chance of the 
second half, Goodwin advanced on the defence 
but his low well struck effort was kicked away 
by Cochrane. Sorrento continued to push forward 
for the winner with Lewis Flatt blazing a close 
range effort over the bar after a knock back from 
Boyle and Harnwell but the golden opportunity 
went begging. 

Harnwell then had a chance blocked 
after loose pass from Macura saw four Sorrento 
players stream forward. Glen Thomas had a 25 
yard curling free kick tipped wide by Sharrock 
as the Gulls piled men forward, the Armadale 


box resembling a pin ball machine in the final 
stages. Referee Tom Klaver finally blowing for 
full time in a half that went for over 50 minutes 
after stoppages. Sorrento coach Steve Neville was 
disappointed his side didn’t win the match after 
dominating the second half. 

“Very disappointed, I thought we 
controlled the second half, we showed a lot of 
character to get back into the game straight after 
half time and took the game to them, obviously 
the penalty miss and then we missed two or three 
clear cut chances,” said Neville. 

Neville was also critical of the Armadale 
second goal with Anthony Cochrane watching 
as the ball bounced into the net. “Keeper hasn’t 
made any attempt, whether the wall was set up 
right I don’t know, but that’s his responsibility to 
set the wall up so yeah disappointed with the two 
goals”. 

“We are disappointed not to pick up the 
three points today but there were a lot of positives 
to come out of, its probably the best we have 
played this season so if we can carry that on in 
the next few weeks we can start to pick up some 
points,” he said.

“Definitely one point gained, Sorrento got on top 
of us early and we’ve done well to get back in 
there, the boys battled hard and we are delighted 
with a draw,” said Russell. 

“The defence has been outstanding 
all season to be honest with you, and the boys 
upfront worked hard as well and it was a good 
overall performance,” he said.

ENGLAND STAYS FOURTH 


England revived their Euro 2008 
qualifying campaign with a 3-0 victory 
away to Estonia on Wednesday. 
England and their unpopular manager 
Steve McClaren can now take stock of 
an awful and uninspiring 12 months and 
gather their thoughts for the Euro 2008 
campaign’s resumption in September, 
where a tougher test waits in the form of 
Russia and Croatia. 


Obviously, we should put this victory 
in context and not get too carried away. 
Estonia has not scored a goal in their Euro 
2008 campaign so far. They were almost 
unspeakably poor on the night, and are 
ranked 110th in the world. England is 
still fourth in their group behind Croatia, 
Russia and Israel. Only the top two teams 
go through to the finals. More significant to 
their win was the fact that Russia managed 
a draw with Croatia leaving the gap 
between first and fourth to only four points. 
With four of the remaining five England 
fixtures at home, hopefully McClaren’s 
team will be able to build on their win and 
take advantage of the Wembley ‘fortress 
spirit’. 


Unfortunately, or fortunately, I was unable 
to see the game live, as it was not shown on 
Australian TV. Watching England has not 
been a pretty or entertaining experience for 
a long time. I, like many English fans had 
mixed feelings before the game. A win was 
desperately needed, but a defeat would 
almost certainly see the end of McClaren 
reign as manager. Would missing the Euro 
finals justify a possible birth of a new era? 
Obviously, the answer is no... as it may 
have felt OK now, but it would have left a 
big gap in next year’s finals. 

Steve McClaren is not a leader and was 


not the fan’s choice to succeed Sven- 
Goran Eriksson. I am not sure what the FA 
expected from the guy who had spent six 
years as the Swede’s second? McClaren did 
not forge a reputation for leadership at his 
previous club Middlesbrough, where the 
fans had torn-up season tickets in protest 
to poor results. McClaren’s reign is now 
making Sven’s tenure resemble a thrilling 
roller-coaster ride of goals, excitement and 
emotion in international football history. 


The major change McClaren brought to 
the England set up was dropping David 
Beckham, and as predicted, Beckham was 
England’s best player, probably in both 
games (Estonia and Brazil last weekend). 
He created three out of the four goals in 
the two games. I can’t imagine McClaren 
will leave him out of his next squad. His 
big point has boomeranged. If he wanted 
to be bold and drop a ‘big name’, he 
should dropped Frank Lampard. Lampard 
had a bad World Cup, and it is quite clear 
that he doesn’t play well alongside Steven 
Gerrard, who is a much better player. 
Lampard is not a bad player, he just needs 
a rest. He received ‘boos’ from the crowd 
at Wembley and spoke out against the fans. 
The BBC Sport headline read: ‘Lampard 
appeals to England fans’. The irony or 
which is that at present he doesn’t appeal 
to any England fans! 


Sven was sacked after he managed to 
take England who had struggled in 
qualify for major tournaments to a team 
that consistently featured, (but failed) in 
quarterfinals (World Cup 2002 and 2006 
and Euro 2004). Now, under McClaren, 
we have a team that once again struggles 
to qualify.

It’s 
definitely something I would jump at, if I 
was given this chance.
